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MINUTES  of  the  Thirty-eighth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Subscribers 
to  the  West  Cornwall  Miners’  <S £  Women’s  Hospital,  held  at  the 
Hospital  at  3  p  m  ,  on  Monday,  15th  May,  1939.

1.  The  President  said  that  since  the  last  Annual  Meeting,  the  Hospital 
had  suffered  considerable  loss  through  the  deaths  of  Mr.  J.  C. 
Williams  (lately  Lord  Lieutenant  of  the  County),  Sir  Edward 
Nicholl,  Mr.  W.  W.  Teague,  Mr.  W.  H.  Sarra  and  Mrs.  Dungey, 
all  of  whom  had  been  supporters  of  the  Hospital.  Those  present 
stood  in  token  of  respect  for  their  memory. 

2.  The  President  presented  to  Miss  Kicke  (Matron  of  the  Hospital 
from  1921  to  April  30th,  1939)  a  cheque  for  £44  :  10  :  0  with  an 
album  containing  the  names  of  the  subscribers. 

3.  Apologies  for  absence  were  received  from  Sir  Hugh  Molesworth  St. 
Aubyn  ;  Mesdames  Pendarves,  Sara,  D.  W.  Thomas,  A.  V.  Hayman, 
J.  Williams ;  Messrs.  Curry,  Odgers,  A.  Pearse  Jenkin ;  Rev.  D.  E. 
Morton. 

4.  On  the  motion  of  Major  Ford,  seconded  by  Mrs.  J.  M.  Opie,  the 
Minutes  of  the  Meeting  held  on  12th  May,  1938,  were  confirmed. 

5.  The  President  moved  the  adoption  of  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Committee  as  circulated.  He  said  that  the  Report  showed  an 
increase  in  work  done  in  the  Hospital.  He  was  glad  to  see  that 
the  X-Ray  Department  was  now  fully  equipped.  He  commended 
the  work  of  the  Hospital  Contributory  Association,  and  was  glad  to 
see  there  was  such  a  substantial  increase  in  receipts  from  that 
source.  As  regards  the  donations  to  the  extensions,  he  was  sorry 
these  were  not  up  to  expectation.  They  had  suffered  grievous  loss 
in  the  death  of  Subscribers,  but  he  hoped  that  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  Subscribers  would  be  possible  as  he  felt  sure  they  would 
agree  with  him  that  it  was  better  to  have  a  large  number  of  small 
subscribers  than  just  a  handful  of  large  subscribers. 

The  Women’s  Guild  had  again  rendered  great  service  and  it  was 
notable  that  their  contributions  to  the  Hospital  during  the  year 
amounted  to  more  than  the  total  of  the  Annual  Subscriptions. 

Mr.  G.  P.  Paige  (Chairman  of  the  Management  Committee) 
seconded  the  motion  which  was  carried  unanimously. 


6.  On  the  motion  of  Mr.  H.  Rich,  seconded  by  Mr.  Berriman,  the 
accounts  were  adopted. 

7.  On  the  motion  of  Mr.  W.  H.  Griffin,  seconded  by  Miss  Grylls, 
Viscount  Glifden  was  re-elected  President.  His  Lordship  thanked 
the  meeting. 

8.  On  the  motion  of  Rev.  Canon  Ladd  Canney,  seconded  by  Mrs. 
Berriman,  the  following  were  re-elected  Vice-Presidents : —

10.  On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Penberthy,  seconded  by  Miss  Lanyon,  Mr. 
E.  Pope  was  re-elected  Honorary  Secretary.  Mr.  Pope  thanked 
the  meeting. 

11.  On  the  motion  of  Mrs.  Trounson,  seconded  by  Major  Ford,  the

12.  Mr.  Pope  moved  that  Messrs.  Peat,  Marwick,  Mitchell  &  Co.,  be 
elected  Auditors  and  that  Messrs.  Wickett  &  Thomas  the  retiring 
auditors  be  thanked  for  their  valued  services.  He  explained  that 
Mr.  Wickett  had  called  attention  to  the  expansion  in  the  volume  of 
business  and  the  consequent  increase  in  financial  transactions,  and 
considered  the  time  had  arrived  when  qualified  professional  auditors 
should  be  obtained.  Messrs.  Peat,  Marwick,  Mitchell  &  Co.,  had 
offered  to  audit  the  accounts  without  charge  for  the  first  year  and 
to  carry  out  subsequent  audits  on  a  basis  of  actual  cost  without 
any  profit.  Mr.  Lidgey  seconded  the  motion  which  was  carried. 


13.  The  Report  of  the  Building  Committee  recommending  the  erection 
of  a  separate  Hostel  for  Nurses  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £3,000  was 
adopted  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  W.  J.  T.  Peters,  seconded  by  Mrs. 
Wickett. 

14.  On  the  motion  of  Mr.  D.  W.  Thomas,  seconded  by  Mr.  W.  H.  Griffin, 
the  report  of  the  Appeal  Committee  was  adopted. 

15.  The  President  mentioned  that  Mr.  Stanley  Hall,  designer  of  the 
Hospital  Extensions  had  been  elected  President  of  the  Royal  In¬ 
stitute  of  British  Architects.  It  was  unanimously  resolved  to  send 
a  letter  of  congratulation  to  Mr.  Hall. 

16.  On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Paige,  Viscount  Clifden  was  thanked  for 
presiding. 


Report  of  the  Committee 

of  the  West  Cornwall  Miners’  <S£  Women’s  Hospital  for  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  1938,  presented  to  the  Thirty-eighth  Annual 
General  Meeting  of  the  Subscribers  on  the  15th  day  of  May,  1939. 


THE  work  done  during  the  year  is  indicated  in  the  tables  attached 
to  the  report  which  show  that  there  has  been  a  further  increase 
in  the  number  of  patients  admitted  and  in  the  number  of  hospital  days. 
As  will  be  readily  understood  conditions  have  been  extremely  difficult 
and,  in  turn,  every  section  of  the  hospital  has  had  to  be  partially  closed 
down  to  allow  of  extension  work  being  carried  on.  The  difficulties 
surmounted  have  been  very  great  and  the  Committee  feels  that  the 
work  of  the  Matron  and  Staff  in  maintaining  the  services  under  such 
conditions  deserves  a  special  note  of  appreciation.  Actually  there  was 
an  increase  of  work  in  most  departments. 

RADIO-THERAPY  DEPARTMENT.  This  department  is  now  fully 

equipped  for  Radio-Therapy.  The  most  modern  Superficial  and  Deep 
X-Ray  Therapy  plants  have  been  installed,  and  in  addition  an  Ultra- 
Violet  Light  apparatus.  We  are  now  in  a  position  to  cope  with  the 
demands  of  the  County  for  such  services. 

It  would  appear  that  the  demands  for  the  accommodation  of  radio- 
therapeutic  cases  are  likely  to  tax  to  the  uttermost  the  provision  we 
have  made  for  medical  cases. 

It  was  found  on  completing  the  purchase  of  the  radium  that  the  total 
cost  was  somewhat  higher  than  had  been  anticipated,  and  we  must 
thank  Mr.  C.  V.  Thomas  for  his  second  gift  to  make  up  the  amount 
required,  bringing  his  subscription  to  the  radium  fund  up  to  nearly  £800. 

Since  the  close  of  the  year  Dr.  Dannatt  has  taken  over  from  Dr. 
Rivers  the  entire  charge  of  the  X-Ray  department.  Dr.  Rivers  has 
rendered  long  and  valued  service  in  this  department  and  we  are  glad 


that  he  has  been  able  to  accept  our  invitation  to  become  our  Honorary 
Consulting  Radiologist.  We  would  like  to  emphasise  the  hospital’s 
indebtedness  to  him  for  his  work.  We  welcome  his  successor  Dr. 
R.  M.  Dannatt  and  are  confident  that  in  his  hands  our  extended  plant 
is  able  to  render  full  service  to  those  in  need  of  it.  Dr.  Dannatt  is  a 
specialist  in  radio-therapy  and  has  been  appointed  radiologist  to  the 
hospital. 

We  are  in  communication  with,  the  National  Radium  Commission  on 
the  subject  of  the  recognition  of  the  hospital  as  the  County  Radio- 
Therapy  Centre. 

EYE-DEPARTMENT.  A  substantial  increase  in  the  number  of 
patients  demonstrates  that  Dr.  Owen’s  work  in  this  department  meets 
a  very  real  need  in  this  district.

MASSAGE  DEPARTMENT.  It  is  evident  that  this  service  is  really 
appreciated  and  our  Masseuse  (Mrs.  Corin)  has  been  kept  busy  on  the 
days  of  her  attendance.  Most  patients  receiving  treatment  in  the  wards 
continue  their  treatment  after  discharge.  Several  patients  have  elect¬ 
rical  and  massage  treatments,  and  the  majority  receive  radiant  heat  as 
well  as  exercises  and  movements  ;  these  are  not  shown  separately  in 
the  statistics. 

EXTENSIONS.  In  addition  to  ward  and  other  accommodation 
provided  for  under  our  scheme,  the  building  committee  made  recommen¬ 
dations  for  the  provision  of  additional  quarters  for  nurses.  The  need 
for  extra  accommodation  is  great,  and  this  need  is,  of  course,  accentuated 
by  the  additional  activities  upon  which  the  hospital  has  embarked. 
We  feel  that  a  considerable  addition  to  staff  is  inevitable  and  that 
quarters  must  be  provided.  In  consequence  a  new  wing  has  been  added 
to  the  hostel,  bringing  the  total  commitments  on  new  work  up  to  the 
neighbourhood  of  £30,000. 

In  this  connection  we  would  draw  attention  to  the  very  small 
amount  made  available  this  year  by  the  public  in  subscriptions  to  our 
building  fund.  Of  the  £3,300  shown  as  subscribed  during  the  year, 
more  than  £2,200  represented  covenanted  subscriptions  promised  at  the 
outset,  much  of  the  remainder  was  subscribed  by  friends  who  have 
given  a  second  time,  leaving  only  a  very  small  amount  received  from 
the  general  public. 

So  much  is  required  and  so  little  is  being  raised  in  the  district,  that 
we  feel  it  is  imperative  that  all  friends  of  the  hospital  should  try  to 
interest  as  many  others  as  possible  in  the  extensions  and  impress  upon 
their  neighbours  the  tragedy  of  apathy  in  a  matter  which  affects  the 
welfare  of  everyone  in  the  district. 

The  hospital  in  its  completed  state  will  be  by  no  means  large  for  the 
demands  upon  it.  The  accommodation  provided  is  the  minimum  for 
the  needs  of  the  district,  and  we  think  it  reasonable  to  look  to  our 
people  to  make  an  effort  to  see  that  the  money  required  to  pay  for  the 
extensions  is  forthcoming. 


CONTRIBUTORY  SCHEMES.  A  development  has  taken  place  in 
regard  to  the  Contributory  Scheme  known  for  so  long  as  H.S.A.  The 
Hospital  Saving  Association  is  primarily  concerned  with  the  London 
area  only  and  its  activities  in  the  West  were  limited  to  co-operation 
with  certain  hospital  schemes  and  the  keeping  of  their  accounts.  Now 
that  the  Cornish  Schemes  are  firmly  established  it  was  felt  that  they 
could  control  their  own  affairs,  and  the  H.S.A.  announced  its  intention 
of  withdrawing. 

The  change  over  took  place  during  the  year  end,  and  was  done  with 
smoothness  and  efficiency.  The  thanks  of  all  the  associated  hospitals 
are  due  to  the  committee  whose  pains-taking  efforts  have  been  so 
successful. 

The  contributory  membership  of  our  own  scheme  continues  to  mount, 
and  the  committee  expresses  its  high  appreciation  of  the  very  consider¬ 
able  effort  which  has  been  put  in  by  the  voluntary  officers  who  have 
fostered  the  movement  in  the  district.  It  will  be  observed  that  no  less 
than  £1,549  has  been  made  available  to  the  general  hospital  account  for 
the  year,  after  allowing  for  other  services  such  as  X-Ray,  extra  hospital 
benefits  etc.,  and  this  sum  has  been  collected  from  4,663  contributors 
through  the  agency  of  49  honorary  group  secretaries.  These  figures 
show  the  great  expansion  which  has  taken  place  in  the  working  of  the 
scheme. 

SUBSCRIBERS.  The  subscription  list  for  the  year  compares 
favourably  with  other  years,  but  the  hospital  is  faced  with  the  prospect 
of  a  very  big  drop  in  future  years.  We  appeal  to  the  many  hundreds 
of  people  resident  in  our  area,  whom,  we  are  assured,  are  in  a  position 
to  subscribe.  Their  help  would  mean  much  to  the  hospital  and  the 
combined  effects  of  their  subscriptions  would  relieve  the  Committee  of 
much  anxiety. 

HOSPITAL  WOMEN’S  GUILD.  This  year  the  Women’s  Guild 
contributed :

A  total  of  £593  :  15  :  0 
while  Alexandra  Rose  Day  produced  £20. 

As  a  result  of  the  Women’s  Guild  efforts  it  has  been  possible  to  instal 
thoroughly  up-to-date  equipment  in  the  kitchen  with  which  the  Guild 
members  have  expressed  themselves  as  very  satisfied. 

For  many  years  now  the  record  of  the  Women’s  Guild  has  been  a 
succession  of  good  deeds  well  done. 

GIFTS.  We  have  included  under  donations  the  usual  list  of 
monetary  gifts  made  to  the  hospital,  and  thank  those  who  have  helped 
us  so  generously.  One  gift  which  we  would  mention  as  of  interest  to 
the  whole  locality,  is  the  Iron  Lung  which  we  received  from  Lord 
Nuffield.  The  public  generously  responded  to  our  appeal  at  Christmas, 
and  the  gifts  then  received  were  acknowledged  in  the  press, 


NURSING  STAFF.  The  problem  of  obtaining  an  adequate  supply 
of  nurses  appears  to  be  one  which  arises  in  all  hospitals.  It  has 
possibly  not  been  so  acute  here  as  in  some  hospitals,  but  it  is  neverthe¬ 
less  ever  present.  Some  relief  is  afforded  by  the  presence  of  refugee 
nurses,  and  the  Committee  has  secured  three  who  are  fully  qualified. 
It  should  not  be  assumed  that  the  difficulties  in  obtaining  nursing 
staff  are  due  to  indifference  to  this  high  calling.  We  think  more  recruits 
should  be  available,  but  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  there  has  been 
an  enormous  expansion  in  hospital  services  and  it  is  reasonable  to 
expect  that  the  response  to  the  call  for  additional  personnel  would  not 
keep  pace  with  the  demand  during  the  early  years  of  these  developments. 

HOSPITAL  DEYELOPMENTS.  Generally  speaking  there  is  an 
accelerated  movement  on  the  part  of  public  authorities  towards  greater 
utilisations  of  hospital  services.  We  are  particularly  affected  by 
Maternity  measures  and  the  proposals  of  the  Cancer  Bill.  We  feel 
that  in  a  greater  measure  the  demands  of  the  local  authorities  will 
affect  the  moulding  of  future  Hospital  Policy,  and  it  may  be  assumed 
that  for  some  time  there  will  be  continued  need  for  expansion.  We 
are  glad  to  be  in  a  position  to  offer  our  contribution  towards  the 
facilities  required  in  the  interest  of  Public  Health.  We  understand 
that  local  authorities  will  take  upon  themselves  their  due  share  of  the 
cost  of  establishing  and  maintaining  the  services  demanded. 

THANKS.  Once  again  we  desire  to  place  on  record  our  thanks  to 
the  Medical  Staff  for  the  work  done  during  the  year.  To  our  own 
Matron  and  her  Staff  we  offer  our  thanks  for  loyal  and  devoted  service. 
We  particularly  desire  to  record  our  gratitude  for  the  valuable 
assistance  given  us  by  Miss  Grylls,  the  Lady  County  Superintendent  of 
the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade,  for  arranging  temporary  duties  during 
the  holiday  season,  and  to  the  members  of  Constantine,  Hayle  and 
Liskeard  Nursing  Divisions  for  their  help  and  excellent  work,  also  to 
the  Redruth  Nursing  Division  for  their  continuous  help  on  Sundays. 

In  this  connection  we  feel  sure  that  the  subscribers  will  wish  to 
associate  themselves  with  our  expression  of  gratitude  to  Miss  Kicke 
who  will  have  retired  before  the  publication  of  this  report  after  nearly 
18  years  service  with  this  hospital.  She  has  seen  many  extensions 
and  changes  in  the  hospital  during  her  regime,  and  it  is  due  in  large 
part  to  her  devoted  and  conscientious  discharge  of  her  duties  that  the 
hospital  is  in  its  present  condition. 

We  also  wish  to  thank  Messrs.  Eustace  Wickett  and  W.  Thomas  for 
their  work  in  auditing  the  hospital  accounts  for  the  past  two  years. 

TOC  H.  A  Group  of  this  movement  has  been  formed  at  Camborne 
and  has  made  the  hospital  an  object  of  its  services.  The  members 
have  undertaken  the  visiting  of  friendless  patients  and  the  distribution 
of  library  books  to  patients.  We  gladly  avail  ourselves  of  their  help 
and  thank  them  for  their  services.
